laminating fluid by the addition of 
some of the powder. The new illu- 
minant consumes no oxygen, which 
fact makes it desirable for use in 
mining operations. Its illuminating 
power lasts eight hours, When a new 
supply ol powder becomes necessary. 


The Pans Society of Agriculture 


and Insectology t -whose exhibit of 
preserved insect .specimens has just 
closed, proposes establishing a me 
nagerie of living inoecte, and the 
city of Paris has contributed a con- 
siderable sum in aid of the project. 


The now famous fossil footprints 


found last year at Carson, Nevada, 
and supposed to have been made by 
prehistoric human giants, are re 
garded by Prof. O. C. Marsh as 
probably the tracks of a large sloth. 
It is stated, however, that Dr. Hark- 
ness still insists that the impressions 
were left by a species of man, and 
that he finds his theory strengthened 
by fresh discoveries of tracks. 


A Yieua scientist has perfected a 


remarkable modification of the mi- 
croscope, to which the name of gas- 
trosoope has been given. It is to be 
used for looking into the interior ol 
the human stomach. It consists of a 
tube about 26 inches long and hall 
an inch thick, bent at an angle of 
150 degrees ut about one fourth of its 
Length from the lower end. At its 
lower extremity is an incandescent 
electric lamp for lighting up the 
stomach, and a microscope objective 
Prisms are arranged to refluofc the 
image bearing pencil of light along 
the tube and past the bend to the 
aye-piece. Provision is made for 
circulation of water about the lamp 
to prevent inconvenient heating. 


Photography of the stars now 


forms an important part of the work 
done at the Harvard Observatory. 
A region of the heavens 15 degrees 
square is photographed at a single 
exposure, and eighteen of these 
pictures may ba taken on a single 
plate. A map is thus made of a nee 
tion of the stellar vault 90 degrees 
long by 45 wide, showing stars down 
to the fifth and sixth magnitudes. 
Smaller stars, down to the eighth 
magnitude, are shown in photo- 
graphs of smaller areas. The mag- 
nitudes indicated by the photographs 
do not always correspond to those 
recorded as the determinations of 
eye observations. This is due to the 
effects of different colors among the 
stars. A red star, which may appear 
very brilliant to the eye, produces 
only a faint impression on the 
photographer's plate. 


Late observations made at Lau- 


sanne, Switzerland, have shown that 
an intimate connection exists be- 
tween the electrical condition of the 
atmosphere and the weather; and it 
is thought that an intelligent use of 
registering electrometers may enable 
meteorologists 
to 
forecast 
the 


weather several days in advance. 
The electric tension of too air is 
strong during fine weather, bat its 
rapid weakening indicates the ap 
proaoh of a storm. 


Prof. Edward Hail considers that 


throughout 
the early geological 


epochs known as Archalan, Silurian 
and Carboniferous; 'the «ea covered 
North America, the British Isles and 
Western Europe, while a large part 
of the North Atlantic area existed as 
dry land. He urges that if his con- 
clusions prove to be well grounded 
the doctrine of the permanency of 
oceans and continents, as tasted by 
the case of the North Atlantic, must 
be discarded. 


A method of adulterating milk by 


adding to it a solution of commercial 
glucose has been exposed by Mons. 
Krechel in a communication to the 
French Academy of Sciences. As 
the solution has the density of good 
railk, the adulteration is not detected 
r>y the ordinary testing instruments.

McFarlia, Esq., itncl 
P.eldon P. Waggoner, M. D., secured 
last Summer as City Superintendent of 
Schools Granvilla P. Poaterr Professoi 
of Anatoaiy, Physiology und Histoiy in 
th3 Southern H'nuoiaNotinal Uuiveisity 
loo vied at Ourboudale, one of the great 
Universities under the control of and 
supported by the Legislature of that 
State.

Wlint WM 8m<i e,nd Done Ye*t«rduy. 


The Asylum investigation was re- 


sumed yesterday morning, and George 
W. Avery examined, His testimony 
was in support of the charges. The 
JOUBNAL has not the space to spare to 
give a synopsis. Those who heard it 
say it did not establish any very damag- 
ing disclosures. 


At 2 o'clock Dr. Bergstein took the 


stand, testified and p.rgued the case in 
substantiation of the charges prefei- 
red. 
He read from various standard 


psyoologioal authorities showing that 
the modern idea is to make an Asylum 
as homelike and as pleasant as possible; 
that instead of iron bars and fences the 
tendency was to make the attendants 
guard their charges, and that the in- 
mates of the Nevada Insane Asylum 
could be well taken care of^witliout pro- 
viJipg the present uells with rod-iron 
bars; that instead.of baikliug u barbed 
wne fence around the top of the pres- 
ent fence aiouud the male yard all that 
was lequired wna the attention of the 
'attendant which would utterly prevent 
uu escape in that way. He also demon- 
strated that there hud been considera- 
ble waste of money in the improvements 
made at the Asylum; that certain arti- 
sans received a higher rats of wages for 
their services thun others equally quali- 
fied to perform the services asked as a 
compensation. That oue piece of work 
was puiu for twice; thut two bills were 
presented to the Board for payment for 
the same work, and the payment was 
prevented only by the timely discovery 
of a member of the Board. That no 
account was kept of the receipt or dis- 
bursement uf goods received M the Asy- 
lum; thut oouiiury to the rules liquor 
was drunk there with the knowledge uf 
the bupt.; that patients were ttbused 
and roughly handled in the very pres- 
ence of the Supt., auit thut the very act 
was applauded by his reuaurks; that 
oue of the female luaaates was secluded 
in the wurd lot having informed him of 
abuses that took place theie, and that 
was the reason he resigned bia posiuou 
ou the 20th of July, and returned only 
upon tha promise that she should be re- 
leased. That Mr, Marudeu, by hia con- 
duct in the female yard, and Dr. Bishop, 
by his effort to screen him, lost bis con- 
trol over the female attendants. The 
Dr. occupied the entire afternoon, and 
also consumed two hours at the evening 
session, the Board having determined to 
sit all night if necessary to finish up, 
the understanding being that Bishop 
should go on the btaud after Bergstein 
got through.
